INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 18.— 
President Calvin Coolidge, as 
trustee, is today the owner of an 
Indiana farm. The deed was re- 
cordedtoday at Winamac, Pulaski 
County, and transfers 176 acres of 
land to him for the consideration 
of “an unrendered service to Amer- 
ican agriculture.” 

The President is made trustee 
for Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drew Mellon, Secretary of the 
Agriculture William A. Jardine, 
United States Senators Simeon 
Fess of Ohio, James A. Reed of 
Missouri, Pat Harrison of Missis- 
sippi, Tinis Garrett of Tennessee 
and Julius Barnes of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
all as “tenants in common.” 

Iormer State Senator Luke W. 
Duffy, active in farm bureau af- 
fairs, gave the farm to the Presi- 
dent. The farm, a'few years ago, 
he says, sold for $80 an acre, and 
he gave it away for the amonnt 
of the mortgage. It lies between 
Knox and Miriamac, Ind., on both 
sides of a State highway. It con- 
tains 50 acres of onton land with 
“a tariff problem” and~50 acres of 
wooded land. 

Accarding to the deed, which 
was recorded at Winamac today, 
Duffy gives the farm to the Presi- 
dent until certain things happen 
it is to be turned over 
to the State of Indiana as a State 
park.

Mortgage Goes With It 

The farm, according to the deed, 


/is delivered free of all special ditch

taxes, but subject to general taxes 
on a value asserted to be 80 per 
cent higher than the mortgage. It 
provides that the President as 
trustee must assume the $3500 
mortgage standing against the 
property. 

The final condition is that the 
farm must be turned over to the 
State of Indiana as State park to 
be known as “Coolidge Industrial 
Park,” to stand “forever” as a 
token and memorial evidence of 
the great service which the trustee 
and his wards have réndered 
American industry. 

Duffy admits that in giving of 
the farm to Coolidge. under these 
conditions his purpose is to call 
to public attention the gravity 
of farm problems and the condi- 
tion of Indiana farmers. 

“Tt have given the farm away,” 
said: Duffy. “I have tried to give 
it to others but they would not 
take it and assume the mortgage. 
Its low value is due entirely to the 
farm policy and those who created 
conditions which have lowered its 
value should not hesitate to assume. 
the burden. 

“It's a good farm. It has sold 
in the past for $80 an acre (that 
would be $14,080 for the whole 
tract) or more than four times the 
amount of the mortgage.

_ MERELY FOLK LORE’ 


| Dean Inge and Others of

Evolutionary Theory as 
Against Bible Version.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—Another 
leading figure of the ¢hurch of 
England, the Rt. Rev. Ernest Wil- 
liam Barnes, Bishop of Birming- 
ham, has declared himself on the 
side of new scientific knowledge 
and has agreed that the story of 
the creation of the world and of 
man, as set forth in Genesis, can- 
not be accepted as solid fact. 

This declaration, made in a ser- 
mon at Westminster Abbey, is the 
result of renewed discussion be- 
tween the Darwinians and anti- 
Darwin theologians precipitated by 
the recent pro-Darwin statements 
of the famous anthropologist, Sir 
Arthur Keith in his presidential 
address to the annual conference 
of the British Association at Leeds. 

“In this age of social and moral 
confusion, of intellectual progress 
and unrest,” said Dr. Barnes, “the 
turmoil is so great that few land- 
marks geem safe and the religious 
beliefs and traditions of our fore- 
fathers are sharply challenged. 

Welcomes New . Discoveries, 

“Are we to cling’ tthe old faith? 
I would rather say: Welcome new 
discoveries with an open mind and 
reverence to the great men who 
have made them, But let them re- 
member that, behind all the new 
knowledge, the fundamental issues 
of life will remain veiled. 

“Today there is. among com- 
petent men of science, unanimous 
agreement that man _ has been 
evolved from an ape-like stock. 
He arose, possibly a million years 
ago, from a tangle of apes which 
began to vary in different direc- 
tions. 

“In man, more significantly than 
elsewhere among the _ primates, 
variation octurred in the brain and 
«pecially in those parts Known 4s 
centers of association. 

‘Darwin’s assertion that man 
has sprung from the apes has 
stood the test of more than 50 
years of critical examination. In- 
creasing knowledge and eareful in- 
quiry have but confirmed its truth. 

“as a result the stories of the 
creation of Adam and Eve, of their 
primal innocence and of their fall. 
have become for us folklore. But 
by the men who built up Catholic 
theology they were accepted as 
solid fact. Man’s special creation 
was one of the primary assump- 
tions of the Catholic system. In 
it the fal] explained the situation. 
“Destroys Theological Scheme.” 

“Darwin's triumph has destroyed 
the whole theological scheme. 
Man is not a being who has fallen 
from an ideal state of perfect in- 
nocence. He is an animal slowly 
gaining spiritual understanding, 
and with the gain, rising far above 
his distant ancestors. 

‘The wisest theologians can make 
mistakes. The man of science ad- 
mits his mistakes without trying 
to conceal his retractation. The 
churchman does well to follow his 
good example. We ought to be so 
glad when we discover new truth 
that we feel no pain in rejecting 
old errors. 

“As the expert exhibited succes- 
sive links of the evolutionary chain, 
he showed the results of God's 
creation, a process which still con- 
tinues, the results of which no manu 
ean see, the purpose of which we 
ean only understand by joining 
faith to reason.” 

Rejects Some Bible Stories. 

The Rt. Rev. Charles Gore, form- 
erly Bishop of Worcester, Birming- 
ham and Oxford, now retired, was 
equally scathing, in a sermon a few 
days before, about various parts of 
the Old Testament. Quoting Tol- 
stoi’s remark that “the Jews are 
masters of story telling,”’ he said: 

“We are nourishing a vain hope 
if we suppose that the early chap- 
ters of the Genesis or the stories 
about Daniel and Enoch are ever 
going to be accepted as history. 

‘They have none of the charac- 
teristics of real history and real 
science has learned to detect them 
and it is no good kicking against 
facts. We will merely delay the 
necessary adjustment of Christian- 
ity to the new world of ideas by 
perplexing the minds of our chil- 
dren. instead of being perfectly 
frank with our own minds and 
with others.

She brings suit against 
that paper and against Joseph 
Cowan, one of its reporters, for 
$250,000. 

The hearing in which Johnson 
first testified was without the pres- 
ence of either Referee Robert H. 
Stephenson or Mrs. Lydig’s attor- 
neys. Irving L. Ernst. a member 
of the firm representing Mrs. Lydig 
said he had not even been notified 
of the hearing. On the basis of 
these facts Referee Stephenson 


struck Johnson's testimony from 


the record. 
Says Mrs. Lydig Was Drug User. 

A florid-faced, bald-headeda

Teapot Dome, a rich oil field of 
nearly 10,000 acres, lies near Cas- 
per, Wyo. The Government set it 


aside aS a permanent reserve for 


the navy, the purpose being to 
provide a sure and ample supply of 
fuel in time of war or threatenéd 
war, Albert B. Fall as Secretary of 
the Interior, secretly leased the 
entire reserve to Harry F. Sinclair 
in 1922. 

Lease Given 5 Years Ago. 

More than five years have 
passed. President Harding, who 
elevated Fall to the Cabinet and 


signed the order giving him con- 


trol of the naval reserves, is dead. 
Senator La Follette, who caused 
the investigation by Senator Walsh 
which exposed the transaction, is 
dead. The Supreme Court of the 
United States has passed finally 
upon the lease, pronouncing it 
corrupt, condemning Fall as a 
faithless official, and ordering the 
property restored to the Govern- 
ment. 

At last Fall and Sinclair are 
on trial, charged with the crime 
of criminally conspiring to defraud 
the United States. 

The courtroom is the same in 
which Fall and E. L. Doheny, an- 
other multimillionaire oil magnate, 
were tried and acquitted on a sim- 
ilar charge 10 months ago. The 
trial arose out of the secret lease 
which Fall gave Doheny upon an- 
other great Government oil field, 
the Elk Hills naval reserve, in

AVE just read your editorial on Sen-

recently returned from a trip abroad 
in which I visited practically every 
country in continental Europe. In 
Italy, England and France, their debts 
to America is the immediate topic of 
discussion. Your fine editorial con- 
siders the problem from the standpoint 
of effect upon debtor and consequences 
ta both creditor and debtor. 

I have brought on a discussion of the 
gubject since my return with many busi- 
ness men. They say: “Oh, make them pay, 
it will reduce our taxes.”

My own observation was that the peo- 
‘ple in Europe are very poor, earn very 
little and that liquidation of debts will 
work a terrible hardship. In England 
and Italy, where settlements have been 
made, I found the feeling particularly 
etrong.

BANKING IN MISSOURL 

From the St. Joseph News-Press. 

ANKING in Missouri in the last several] 

years has been far from satisfactory 
but it is the opinion’ of Edward Buder of 
ct. Louis, president of the Missouri Bank.- 
ers’ Association, that there has been a turn 
for the better and that we are already on 
the upgrade. Mr Buder assured the meet- 
ing of association group 3 at St. Joseph that 
the worst is over. 

it would have been interesting had- the 
speaker given his audience the reasons for 
his optimism, but since he did not it must 
be inferred that he had reference to the 
several new banking bills passed by the 
last legislature, all of them sponsored by 
the association. In general, their effect was 
to make unlawful certain practices hereto- 
fore technically tegal, though admittedly 
bad banking. Another purpose sought was 
to reduce the number of banks, particularly 
in rural communities. A cause of many 
bank failures was cutthroat competition, it- 
self usually the result of insufficient busi- 
ness. 

More and better inspection should be 
provided. The cost of the State Finance 
Department, which is responsible for the 
examination of banks, ts met through. fees 
paid by the banks. It ts to the eredit of 
the bankers’ association that its members 
ask for many additional examiners and 
better pay for them. *Here is a matter 
which should engage the attention of the 
next legislature, 

It is not enough to’ tighten the provisions 
of the law about dishonest bankers: it is 
quite as important to work for a better 
and speedier application of the law ftself. 
With scores of bank fallures in Missouri 
in the last two years, only a few of the 
offenders have been subjected to punish- 

Even those convicted and sentenced. 
with pitifully few exceptions, still are at 
large on appeal bonds. When these short- 
comings are set right. optimism for the fu- 
ture of Missouri banking will be fully justi- 
fied.

ernor Lowden of Illinois, has not made 
any appreciable headway in Missouri, de- 
Spite the fact that his workers were first 
in-the field in that State. He has consid- 
erable vocal support in the farming dis- 
tricts, but the men who contro] the Mis- 
souri political organization have not consid- 
ered him seriously. This situation worries 
the Lowden forces, who are planning to 
redouble their efforts to win the delegation. 
Why Missouri? Possibly because it was 
that State which destroyed the Lowden 
candidacy in 1920 and there might be some 
personal satisfaction in overcoming’ that 
seven-year-old record against him. But the 
chances of doing so are not particularly 
auspicious. Missouri's convention system for 
the election of delegates gives the State or- 
ganization virtua! control, and the present 
organization leadership was chosen in the 
cleanup following the Lowden campaign 
money squabble in the Missouri delegation 
of 1920. That fact presents a serious ob- 
stacle to Mr. Lowden’s candidacy for 1928.

Benjamin Attebery, 75 years old, 
a retired stock dealer and former 
employe of the Federal Reserve 
Bank here, died yesterday at St. 
Mary's Hospital in East St. Louis 
of pneumonia, which followed a 
fall last July in which he broke his 
leg. The accident occurred at the 
East St. Louis home of his son, 
Olin M. Attebery, deputy governor 
of the Federal Reserve Bank.

MENU PLANNING 


How to Buy Food Economically 
Also Is Convention 
Topic. 


Good food, economically pur- 
chased and prepared, is the chief 
topic of discussion among 200 diet- 
itians attending the tenth annual 
meeting of the American Dietetic 
Association at Hotel Statler. 

Good food was emphasized as 
“the most important thing in the 
food business,” by Miss Nola Treat, 
co-Owner of a cafeteria in Minne- 
apolis and former teacher of in- 
stitution economics at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, in the first ad- 
dress of the opening session yester- 
day afternoon. 

This morning’s session was taken 
up with discussions of marketing 
and menu planning, by M. Faith 
McAuley, assistant professor of in-

stitution economics at the Univer- | 


sity of Chicago; the psychology of 
personal management by Prof, Ed- 
gar James Swift, head of the de- 
partment of psychology at Waslk- 
ington University, and equipment 
for food departments by Owen T. 
Webber of Chicago, an equipment 
engineer. 

“In business,” continued Miss 
Treat in her talk on good food, 
“we often hear people say that lo- 
cation is everythmng. To be sure 
location is important, just as rec- 
ord-keeping, buying, and manage- 
ment of help are ‘important, but 
they are all subsidiary to food. 

“French cookery is acknowl- 
edged to be the nest in the world. 
The reason for this supremacy is 


the attitude of the Frenchman to- 
ward his food. A meal is a func- 
tion and he does the food and the 
cook the honor of eating leisurely 
and appreciatively. 

Standardized requirements for 
dietitians and registration of full- 
fledged dietitians were proposed by 
committee heads in reports as the 
convention opened.

HIS is not a verse of Sanscrit

the direction most natural to it. In 
fact, it is only a matter of, chance 
that this left-handed “backward” 
style is not the conventional means 
of writing the world ovér and that 
right-handed pen pushers are not 
curiosities, according to Dr. Rob- 
ert Kingman of Brooklyn. who has 
devoted years of study and re- 
search to socalled “mirror” writ- 
ing. , 


several left-handed first graders 
who will annoy their teachers and 
alarm their, parents by insisting 
on writing words backward, as 
‘elppa’ for ‘apple,’ said Dr. King- 
man. “They may also copy num- 
bers backward, as ‘234 for ‘432.’ 
Unfortunately there are many 
teachers and parents who stigma- 
tize such a child as ‘feeble-minded’ 
or ‘queer.’ They ridicule him and 
force him to write with his right 
hand only. Many girls and boys 
are afflicted with stuttering and 
other nervous disorders from just 
such coercion, If allowed to use 
their left hand they could learn 
to write the conventional way and 
later become ambidextrous. 


“As a matter of fact, mirror 
writing is the easiest* and most 
natural movement for any un- 
trained person who holds a pen 
in the left hand. This is true be- 
cause outward movements are 
easier than inward movements. I 
know personally of many cases 
where adults of high intelligence 
reverted to mirror writing uncom- 
sciously at some period of their 
life.” 

To understand these phenomena 
it is necessary to go back to the

The later prefer- 
ence for the right hand was devel- 
oped probably by primitive war- 
which the left hand was

25 born has persisted in being left- 
handed, for a reason which no sci- 
entist has yet been able to explain 
adequately. 


OWEVER, Dr. Kingman is 
H convincea that there are two 

different centers for the act of 
writing as for all muscular, move- 
ments of the body.

the other. When & child tries to 
learn a skilled movement with the 
right hand he cannot prevent the 
left hand from following the move- 
ments of the right. It is easier 
te carry a pail of water in eac 
hand than one pail in the right 
hand. . Thus the left hand, when 
it produces mirror writing, uses 
muscle movements that are natur- 
al because the brain centers for 
mirror writing unconsciously are 
formed symmetrically with those 
for the right hand. Because our 
system of education is one-sided, 
the mirror writing centers in the 
right brain are suppressed but 
they remain potentially available. 

Dr. J. F. Allen, an accomplished 
ambidexter, says that when he 
learned to write the tetters of a 
new alphabet in an 
language with his right hand, he 
could write the same in mirror 
fashion with his left hand without 
separate practice. 


OR a long time the faculty of 

mirror writing was supposed to 

indicate the presence of dis- 
ease. When the right arm was 
paralyzed or the left portion of the 
brain disabled by apoplexy, mirror 
writhig was instinctively adopted 
by the left hand. In the Ambrose 
Library at Milan there is preserved 
the “Codex Atlanticus” by Leon- 
ardo da Vinci—one cc” the most 
celebrated examples of mirror 
writing. He wrote the “Codex” 
during his later years when his 
right arm became paralyzed. KH 
seems plausible to assume that he 
employed mirror writing as the 
most natural method after his right 
hand was incapacitated. 


In the Solomon Islands a mis- 
sionary endeavored to teach a class 
of young savages to read. From 
the very beginning they insisted on 
holding their charts upside down. 
Becoming weary of correcting 
them, he continued with the in- 
struction. In time they learned 
their letters and also to read, but 
always held their books upside 
down. They were unable to read
